BOMB DISCOVERED 


Romulus Police Probe Third 
Arson Try at Auto Service 


ROMULUS — An "arsonist" 
believed to be responsible tor 
three attempts to destroy the 
Superior Auto Service of Rom- 
ulus is the object of an Inten- 
sive Investigation and search 
by Romulus police. 

The latest attempt was the 
discovery by Romulus Officer 
Robert Taylor and Robert Kahl 
of a home-made bomb In the 
service garage last Thursday. 

The bomb was set to go at 
4 a,m. but failed to function 
properly, Police Chief Jacob 
J. Koch reported. 

The business Is operated by 
Clifford Snyder, Sr., 55, of 
2468 Christine, Wayne, and the 
building housing the facilities 
Is owned by Joseph Lambert, 
36535 Goddard Road, Romulus. 

Last Thursday, the two offi- 
cers were called to the garage 
when an employe and the owner 
arrived for work. 

They discovered the place 
had been entered Into and de- 
tected a strong odor of gas In 
the building. 

They found the gas line to the 
pilot light of a gas heater was 


broken. William U Harvey, 17, 
of 10134 Miriam, noticed the 
bomb plugged Into a 110- volt 
receptacle. He pulled the cord 
and ran from the building. Sny- 
der called police. 

The officers reported the 
bomb was on the floor at the 
rear of the building. It was an 
electro- mechanic device so de- 
signed to detonate an explosive 
charge and then Ignite the es- 
caping gas fumes accumulating 
In the building. 

Further checking Into the de- 
vice when dismantled at the 
Romulus police headquarters, 
police found that a small alarm 
clock, set to go off at 4 a.m., 
had its clapper attached to a 
transformer that was to throw 
a series of sparks when hit by 
the clapper, Chief Koch ex- 
plained. 

In January of this year, Rom- 
ulus Fire Department extin- 
guished a fire that was started 
at the rear of the garage. Fire- 
men detected a strong odor of 
gasoline at the time. 

On March 26, 1968, Snyder 
again called police when he dis- 


covered another attempt at ar- 
son. 

Police found a two -gallon 
gasoline can, a book of matches, 
and an M-80 firecracker. A 
cigarette was used to Ignite the 
matches which In hirn was to 
Ignite the firecracker and 
thereby set afire the gasoline 
from the resulting explosion, 
police said. 

The attempt failed. The fire- 
cracker had fallen Into the gas- 
oline and was extinguished, 
Chief Koch reported. This de- 
vice was found under a car 
being serviced for a nearby 
auto dealer. 

And finally, on April 1, five 
one-pound cans of DuPontblack 
rifle powder were found In a 
pile of fire debris In a rear 
wooden lean-to that had been 
set afire last January 19. 

This Are had been extin- 
guished by firemen before hit- 
ting the powder, police said. 

Both the business operator 
and building owner are assist- 
ing police in seeking the rea- 
sons behind the arson attempts.

GOOD FRIDAY AND EASTER 

Author's note* This article has been revised because 
of the tragic death of the Rev. Martin Luther King, Jr.) 

J t was at this same season of the year that the late 
President John F. Kennedy was struck down by an 
assasln's bullet. There has been a good deal written 
about hl6 going to Dallas knowing that the climate was 
dangerous. The same thing can be said about the obvious 
danger to Dr. King's life In going to Memphis. 

At this season of the year, the Christian Church Is 
recalling the Gospel accounts of how Jesus deliberately 
went up to Jerusalem with his disciples. He, too, knew 
that the opposition was mounting. Probably threats had 
been made against his life, also. Nevertheless, he knew 
that he had to go. He had taught his disciples that "He 
who would try to save his life, would lose it." 

• • • 

THERE ARE four words which can be used to try to 
draw meaning from the death of our Lord by crucifixion, 
which speak to this recent tragedy. They all begin with 
the letter "c." 

The first word is crisis. We have all been hearing 
about the crisis in civil rights tor a number of years. 
We know about the crisis In education, Jobs, and housing.

BELLEVILLE- Bid opening 
for the construction of Van 
Buren Township's new sani- 
tary sewer and water Une ex- 
tension program is scheduledXor 
April 15, Louis A. Toth, town- 
ship supervisor, announced. 

The sanitary sewer and water 
extension program totaling 
$2,550,000 In costs, consists of 
approximately 10 miles, the 
first phase of the Detroit- Rouge 
Valley Sewer System In Van 
Buren and about eight miles 
of water line extensions. 

Under an approved financial 
pact, the Wayne County Road 
Commission, a unit of Wayne 
County which has pledged Its 
full faith and credit to the pro- 
gram’s completion, will act as 
Van Buren Township’s agent In 
the construction of both pro- 
grams. 

Of the total bond issue that 
will be issued to finance the 
construction cost, $1,675,000 Is 
tor the sanitary sewer lines and 
$875,000 for water lines. 

Under current state statues, 
a five percent Interest rate Is 


the maximum allowed in the 
sale of proposed bond Issues, 
Toth disclosed that a com- 
uni cat! on, approved by the 
Township Board and prepared 
by the township's financial con- 
sultants, has been sent to the 
Michigan Municipal Finance 
Commission requesting author- 


ity to permit an Interest rate 
above the maximum 5 percent. 

If no difficulty arises in the 
sale of proposed bond Issues 
that would follow the accept- 
ance of the low bid April 15, 
that start on both programs 
could be underway In May of 
this year, Toth stated.

TAX RATE IS “LOWEST’’ 


Wetherell Cites Need for Mill Hike; 
Says Records Are Open to Inspection 


(Editor's Note: Voters in 
the Van Buren Public School 
District will be asked to 
approve a millage increase 
proposition of 5 and one 
half mills (5V4) per $1,000 of 
assessed property valuation, 
state equalized for school 
operation May 6. Below is 
an explanation and answer 
to some questions raised by 
residents. It was submitted 
by School Superintendent 
Harold O. Wetherell.) 

As 1 listen to discussions of 
school financial problems re- 
lated to the Impending vote on 
5-1/2 mills, May 6, 1 often 
hear someone say, “If they can 
prove to me Uiat they really 
need It, 1'U vote for 1L But 
they've got to prove it first." 


In commenting on this par- 
ticular remark, I would suspect 
that the "they" referred to Is 
probably the Board of Educa- 
tion. 

In this connection, 1 would 
point out that the money raised 
by the 6-1/2 mills Is needed 
by the boys and girls of our 
community who have great need 
for a high quality educational 
program and the Board of Edu- 
cation can provide only as good 
a program as the voters are 
willing tc approve. 

Just how the Board of Educa- 
tion could prove the need for 
additional funds to the satisfac- 
tion of each Individual voter, 
I'm not sure.

examine them. In lieu of that, 
I'm sure that most citizens 
are willing to rely on the good 
Judgment of their elected rep- 
resentatives, the Board of Edu- 
cation, whose members have 
spent many long hours studying 
proposed budgets and antic- 
ipated Income with a balanced 
budget as their goal. 

If we still need further 
"proof," I think that a look 
around us should be enlighten- 
ing. 

We have the lowest tax rate 
in the whole area and still our. 
neighbors are finding It neces- 
sary to ask for higher operating 
millage. One school that borders 
on our district Is now raising 
37.6 mills as compared to our 
23.4 and they have Indicated 
that they will run a deficit of

ROMULUS — A three-year 
contract with Improved wage 
scales and other fringe bene- 
fits for 3,500 employees of 
Kelsey- Hayes Company will be 
up tor ratification of union 
members this afternoon in De- 
troit. it was announced. 

A tentative agreement be- 
tween union officials of Local 
78 or UAW-CIO and company 
negotiators was reached Tues- 
day, A1 J. Doyle, Regional 1-A 
representative tor UAW-CIO, 
reported. 

Kelsey- Hayes operates two 
Detroit plants and a plant lo- 
cated at 38481 Huron River 
drive, Romulus. 

Local 78 began picketing the 
company plants Monday In a 
strike for Improvements in 
economic issues covered In 
their contract. 

Office workers remained at 
their posts during the strike. 


In addition to voting on the 
candidates who may seek two 
expiring school board posts this 
June, voters will be asked to 
approve an Increase of three 
(3) mills to be levied only dur- 
ing the 1968 school year and 
for five (5) mills for a four- 
year period (1969-72).

Talks w*jre held at School 
Board level and also with town- 
ship cttlzens and taxpayers who 
were Invited into some of the 
sessions. 

A review of a "comparison 
of financial data” Indicates that 
the Romulus Community School 
System will need an estimated 
$250,000 In the 1968-69 school 
year to maintain present 
program and operate a balanced 
budget. 

"The millage proposal plus 
the estimated tax increase on 
property valuation would per- 
mit this operation but the dis- 
trict would have no funds with 
which to negotiate with em- 
ployes,” McConeghy reported. 

“The school district has over 
100 employes besides 225 
teachers that will need consid- 
eration,” he stated.

We know that the lack of hope for anything better has 
caused people to take to the streets. 

But Dr. King took the non-violent approach to confront 
people with the importance of taking to heart the cause 
of black people in America. Jesus went to Jerusalem 
to confront the religious leaders with their unfaithful- 
ness* 

The second word is ‘’commonplace.” It is so easy to 
go back to business as usual, once the immediate crisis 
is over. At the same time, there is a need for certain of 
the normal routines of life. 

Teaching must go on and the walking of the long roads, 
The association with friends and family are not to be 
denied during this time. The ordinary affairs of life, 
like love, marriage, the home, all are needed now to 
uphold us In the time of crisis. 

It is strange how life has a way of combining these two 
things so that crisis and the commonplace represent the 
continuing interchange of values and the change of pace 
that we so desperately need* 

* * * 

THE THIRD word Is “concern.” Lent, and Good Friday 
have always meant that period of ultimate concern shown 
by Jesus for his friends and his enemies* But we too, 
are also an object of that concern, for as Paul said; 
“While we were yet sinners, Christ died for us. ” 
It is during this season that we see the extent to which 
God went to find us and to bring us to Himself. We are 
made aware of the Incarnation of love in the one we call 
Saviour. 

Knowing the love and concern of God for us, we can 
show our love and concern for our brothers* 

The fourth word is “Creation.” God is at work in 
nature and in humanity. As we see the new life returning 
to the grass, the flowers, and the trees, so we know that 
we can be renewed and re-created by God In His Image. 

We know that as a nation we must allow ourselves to 
be open to the spirit of God calling us into His created 
order, where peace, and Justice, and righteousness will 
reign. 

How might we assist in the process of improving the 
climate of our own communities? Here are a few sug- 
gestions from which you might choose: 

• Join and become an active participant in your local 
human relations council, or assist in the formation of 
one. 

• Become active in local politics, the political de- 
cision-making process begins in your local precinct. 
Write to your representatives In Lansing and Washing- 
ton. 

• Study the Kerner Report, Negro history and culture, 
Racism, Poverty and Black Power. 

• Attend Conferences sponsored by universities and 
churches. 

• Vote in local elections. 

• Support existing and developing action programs In 
communities and churches. 

• Talk with your children, and see what is being done 
in your school system to aid in these areas of discrimin- 
ation. 

• Deliberately try to get acquainted with a family of 
another race. 

The list Is endless. Jesus said, “When you have done 
it unto one of the least of my brethren, you have done it 
unto me.”

net current tax revenue Is 
$1,639,350, 

The present school enroll- 
ment Is 4,916 students. An In- 
crease to 5,050 students In the 
coming school year Is program- 
med. 

If the mlllage Is approved by 
the voters, the tax levy would 
be 25.6 per $1,000 of assessed 
property valuation for the 1968 
tax year, and only 27.6 mills 
(22.6 plus 5 mills) during the 
1969-72 period for operation, 
It was reported. 

School obligations for the 
1968-69 year consist of an 
estimated deficit of $192,000 
plus salary Increment cost of 
$60,000 due under thet' present 
teachers' employment contract, 
school officials said. 

A cash balance of $215,595 
at the end of the 1966-67 school 
year was all but wiped out In 
meeting Increased costs and 
wage improvement for school 
personnel. 

School officials borrowed 
$600,000 with some $7,000 In 
Interest now due on anticipated 
state aid this year to maintain 
current educational programs 
and services, McConeghy dis- 
closed.

THE TARGET area of the 
proposed “Model Cities” pro- 
gram takes In the whole of 
Belleville, Ecorse, Inkster, 
River Rouge and Romulus and 
Sumpter Townships. 

It also covers the portion of 
Van Buren Township south of 
the 1-94 Freeway, Huron Town- 
ship west of the proposed route 
of 1-275, the portion of Dear- 
born Heights south of the City 
of Inkster, and the portion of 
Westland south of Palmer road 
and east of Merrlman. 

Application for Federal funds 
will be made under the Demon- 
stration Cities and Metropolitan 
Development Act of 1966. which 
Is administered by the Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment. 

* ♦ * 

IF APPROVED, the program 
could mean a significant in- 
jection of Federal funds Into the 
cities and townships Involved, 
to Improve a wide range of ac- 
tivities — housing, job train- 
ing, education, health pro- 
grams, law enforcement and 
crime prevention, recreation 
and cultural programs and 
transportation. 

In his letter, Ravltz asked 
the leaders of the 10 communi- 
ties for letters Indicating their 
willingness to participate In the 
program so that an application 
may be made to the Federal 
government by its April 15 
deadline. 

4 'Such an expression of will- 
ingness does not constitute a 
commitment of local funds,” 
Ravitz stressed. "Any such 
commitment that might come 
about at a later date would 
be entirely voluntary and would 


be the result of the decision on 
the part of your community 
through all of Its regular pro- 
cedures.” 

Ravltz pointed out that under 
the “Model Cities” program, 
the Federal government will in- 
crease Its share of the cost 
of many federally matched pro- 
grams 4 4 so that there Is a dis- 
tinct financial savings to local 
government." 

“Through working to- 
gether on these programs, we 
can create a better environment 
in Wayne County for all of our 
citizens,” Ravltz stated.

SO FAR In Wayne County, 
the cities of Detroit and High- 
land Park have had “Model 
Cities" applications approved 
in Washington.

Easter is Time 
To Pause, Think 

E aster is a Joyful occasion through the civilized 
world. AU over America, the churches enjoy rec- 
ord attendances. 

While we Join in the outward observance of Easter - 
the egg hunts, the new finery, it is well to pause and think 
about the spiritual reason for the celebration. 

Here is how it was described in the gospel of St. 
Matthew: 

“And the angel answered and said to the women, 
'Fear not ye; for I know that yee seek Jesus, which 
was crucified. He is not here, for he is risen, as he said. 
Come see the place where the Lord lay. And go quickly 
and tell his disciples that he is risen from the dead; and 
behold, he goeth before you into Galilee; there ye shall 
see him. Lo, 1 have told you.' ” 

Civilization has come a long way. It's a good time 
to count our blessings and let good deeds speak for us, 
see

A s a breath of fresh spring air -- is the resolution 
passed by the Michigan Boat'd of Education, stress- 
ing “morality and citizenship” in our public school 
system. 

Coming at a time when drop-outs and near drop-outs 
lurk in school corridors, accost youngsters in alleys and 
terrorize entire neighborhoods, it is a belated but essen- 
tial recognition that the parents of our state have 
shrugged their shoulders and turned their Job over to 
the school system, which until now (largely) has also 
shrugged its shoulders. 

Meanwhile the glue -sniffing, the pot-smoking, the 
thievery, the vandalism and terrorism have gone un- 
checked, with the breakdown in citizen-responsibility 
(parents and neighbors) reflected in a softer-than-wise 
attitude on the part of law enforcement officials and 
the courts. Perhaps making parents responsible for all 
damages would be an answer.

LACK OF respect for others is often tied to a lack of 
respect for self. Such self-respect can be taught, best 
of all in the home where parents can give their child a 
firm feeling of his own worth — and second best, in any 
other learning situation, including our public schools. 

Michigan farmers have long been concerned with all 
parts of the problem including those which reach into 
rural areas — the fights at school games (which farm 
ohlldren also attend), the malicious destruction of road 
signs, mail boxes and public property. 

“It is obvious that there is a lack of respect for law 
and for law enforcement agencies in our society...,” 
wrote the farmer -delegates to the annual meeting of the 
Michigan Farm Bureau. “We urge the restoration of 
authority and respect for our law enforcement officers 
--for their protection as well as for that of the general 
public,” they said. 

Now — much the same feeling is evident in the resolu- 
tion adopted by the State Board of Education, which “be- 
lieves that instruction in the areas of moral values should 
be an intrinsic part of the total school curriculum, 
rather than the responsibility of a single part of it...” 

“Included in the values which should be particularly 
developed are self-respect, respect for others, respect 
for the law, and good citizenship,” the School Board 
officials said.

The annexation drive of a few 
years ago and even the race 
track didn’t stir the people of 
our community to voice their 
opinion as this project has. 
This can only mean that our 
Township Is starting to come of 
age. 

The concern about the pos- 
sible tax revenue from this pro- 
ject seems to be one of the 
main inters ts of our citizens 
and although Ihave never voiced 
my opinion on this Issue I would 
like to comment. 

Everyone seems to be labor- 
ing under the assumption that 
the Income from this project 
would remove the tax burden 
from the private land owners’ 
shoulders, but I ask you, have 
you ever enjoyed a stabilization 
of property taxes or a tax sur- 
plus in your life? 

It is the normal practice of 
the State Equalization Board to 
re-evaluate each Township af- 
ter a major project has been 
completed. This alone will In- 
crease our taxes. Assume that 
after this project was complete 
that massive shopping centers 
were added. Again another 
evaluation by the State and again 
my friends, another increase In 
our taxes. This Is the history 
of taxation in our State. 

The Township Supervisor and 
Mr. Volk say that the taxes won’t 
increase and that is partially 
true. The mlUage, or percent- 
age, won't increase but, with the 
increase In evaluation our taxes 
will. If you are on a fixed 
Income or partially retired be 
advised your land will be worth 
more if you wish to dispose of 
it, but if you want to keep it 
then be prepared to pay more 
taxes after the “Land rush’* 
is over. 

♦ * ♦ 

THE OPEN land or farming 
land in our community is mostly 
owned by the first settlers In 
this area or by their children. 
The tax burden on these people 
and their lands is already stag- 
gering. 

On the McMuilans property 
the tax for last year was $4,546. 
This is quite formidable espec- 
ially If you compare, it to the 
new trailer park on Sumpter 
road, a $40,000 a year business. 
Last year it paid only $1,652 
In taxes. Of that amount only 
$1,012 was for school tax. 

What will happen to the re- 
maining open land In our com- 
munity after an enormous pro- 
ject like McMullan’s Point is 
complete? The people will 
probably not be able to afford 
the taxes on the increased eval- 
uation of their lands, and al- 
though they may attempt to 
struggle under the increased tax 
burden for a while, in the end 
the disposal of their property 
. for more apartment complexes 
is inevitable. 

* • * 

THE ONLY people who will 
benefit from the Increased land 
evaluation will be the land spec- 
ulators and companies who al- 


ready own land in our commun- 
ity or have options on other 
parcels of land for similar 
projects. There have been 
some disturbing truths in the 
past few weeks about the owner- 
ship of certain land parcels In 
our township. 

The people who control these 
lands are the ones who will 
make the “ Ilona share” from 
increased land evaluations. The 
lot your home sits on will go 
up In evaluation and you will 
pay more taxes on It, but you 
can’t build an apartment house 
on it. 

The convenience of shopping 
centers and stores to our com- 
munity Is well understood and 
I am sure everyone wants to 
see some additional business 
places move Into our area. But 
are we really ready to pay the 
price? Think well, my friends, 
for when you vote on May 7 
make sure you are voting for 
your future, not against me or 
for a tax "Utopia”. Watch 
out for the hand offering the 
golden apple, the other hand 
may pick your pocket. 

Regardless of the outcome 
of the referendum vote, I think 
It is grand to see the citizens 
of Van Buren Township at last 
concerned about their commun- 
ity and given a chance to decide 
a ..art of it’s future.

In addition to cleaning the 
interior, they supply the plane 
with drinking water, news- 
papers, magazines, snack kits, 
service kits, linens, head sets 
for stereo, etc.

TAKING EACH item individ- 
ually, we learned that service 
kits (which resemble train 
cases) contain games and game 
books for children, disposable 
diapers, cough drops, inhal- 
ers, playing cards, matches, 
bandaids, scissors, aspirin and 
other pills, junior pilot and 
stewardess rings for the small 
fry, Western Union blanks, etc. 
A service kit is placed in each 
section of the plane. 

Sanka, low calorie sweetener, 
tea bags, cocoa, packetts of 
lemonade for the summer 
months, doUies, and napkins for 
snack trays make up much of 
the contents of the snack kits 
which go two or four to a 
flight.

Is True!

E aster Sunday is the most wonderful 
day of the year for many' people. The 
joy and hone of the Christian faith is built 
upon the giorius resurrection of Jesus Lnrist 
from the dead. 

There are many irrefutable proofs of His bodily 
resurrection from the tomb, which need not be 
related here. Because Christ arose from the 
grave - victor over death, sin, hell and the 
grave - all true believers will one day also 
discard their death robes and rise to be with 
Him. 

Scripture states that the angel of the Lord 
told the two inquiring women at the tomb, ‘‘Fear 
not ye: for I know that ye seek Jesus, which 
was crucified. He is not here: for he is risen, 
as he said.*’ (St. Matthew 28:5, 6). 

“He is risen, as he said.” What glorious 
words 1 What victorious words! Martin Luther 
wrote: 

In the bonds of Death He lay 
Who for our defense was slain; 

But the Lord is risen today. 

Christ hath brought us life again, 
Wherefore let us all rejoice, 

Singing loud, with cheerful voice. 
Hallelujah! 

The Apostle Paul in his first epistle to the 
church at Corinth writes in the 15th chapter: 
“Moreover, brethren, I declare unto you the 
gospel which I preached unto you and wherein 
ye stand. . .For I delivered unto you first of 
all that which I also received, how that Christ 
died for our sins according to the scriptures; 
and th. he was buried, and that he rose again 
the thiro Jay' according to the scriptures.” 

There in a nutshell is the gospel - the death 
burial and resurrection of Jesus Christ. He 
“died for our sins, . .rose again the third day” 
for our justification. 

The great Methodist hymn writer Charles Wesley 
oenned: 

Christ the Lord is risen today, 

Sons of men and angels say; 

Raise your joys and triumphs high, 

Sing, ye heavens, and earth reply. 

Lives again our glorious King: 

Where, O Death, is now thy sting? 

Once He died, our souls to save: 

Where thy victory, 0 Grave? 

Some doubt that Christ rose from the grave, 
trying to explain away the resurrection by the 
so-called “swoon” theory. This holds that Christ 
merely passed out and the cool air of the tomb 
revived Him and He walked out. The Bible 
says, “Christ died for our sins.” Jesus testi- 
fied, "I am he that Uveth, and was dead.” 
(Revelation 1:18). 

Paul lists six heart-rending facts in I. Corinthians 
15:14-19. If Christ be not risen, then: 

1. Preaching is vain (verse 14). 

2. Faith is vain (verse 14). 

3. Christians are false witnesses (verse 15). 
4. We are still In our sins (verse 17). 

5. They who have fallen asleep have perished 
(verse 18). 

6. "We are of all men most miserable” 
(verse 19). 

But the Apostle Paul sums upthls whole question 
with the great climax. "But now is Christ risen 
from the dead!” (verse 20). Because He lives, 
we too shall live! All sinners who have placed 
their faith and trust in the death, burial and re- 
surrection of Christ for the salvation will 
one day split yonder sky at the “trump of God: 
and the dead in Christ shall rise first: Then 
we which are alive and remain shall be caught 
up together with them in the clouds, to meet 
the Lord in the air: And so shall we ever be 
with the Lord. Wherefore comfort one another 
with these words.” (I. Thess. 4:16-18). 

Henry H. Barstow poetically discards all doubt 
with these words: 

If Easter be not true, 

‘Twere foolishness the cross to bear; 

He died in vain who suffered there; 
What matter though we laugh or cry, 

Be good or evil, live or die, 

If Easter be not true? 

If Easter be not true -- 
But it is true, and Christ is risen! 

And mortal spirit from its prison 
Of sin and death with him may rise! 
Worthwhile the struggle, sure the prize. 
Since Easter, aye, is true!

Is What They Used 
to Call ’Information’ 


Beginning Monday, April 15, a new greeting 
from the operator will be heard by West and 
Downriver area telephone users who dial 
information. 

Instead of responding to the customary “Infor- 
mation/’ the operator will say, “Directory 
Assistance.” 

The change, according to William J. MacArthur, 
Michigan Bell Telephone Company District 
manager, is being made to improve Information 
service by reducing requests for telephone numbers 
readily available in the directory. 

MacArthur said the new greeting will serve 
to remind callers that the number they want 
probably is in their recently -distributed directory. 
On the average, about three out of every four 
calls to Information are for numbers listed in 
the directory, he said. 

“The time spent by an operator looking up and 
repeating telephone numbers already in the 
directory should be devoted to helping those people 
who must call Information/’ MacArthur said. 
“People, for instance, who can’t read or see 
well, those who need new numbers not yet printed 
in the directory, or those calling from a telephone 
where there might not be a directory/* 

With the new procedure, callers wanting a number 
that is listed in the book will hear the operator 
say: “That number is listed in the new directory 

as — /’ or, if the number is not listed 

but available, the operator will say: “This is 
a new number. Please make note of it. The 
number is .” 

Nationwide, calls to Information have doubled 
in the past 10 years while the total for all calls 
has increased by only 50 percent. 

Calls to Information have risen to the point 
where they constitute about 45 percent of all 
operator contacts with phone customers.

Fr. Raymond R. Schlinkert made last week at First Friday 
Club. Fr. Schlinkert, well known for his weekly’ program 
on WJBK-TV (Channel 2) entitled “With This Ring/’ spoke 
on the subject of conscience. 

“Bigotry can cause malfunction of conscience,” Fr. 
Schlinkert said. “To guard against such malfunction, 
conscience must be guided by higher authority.” 

He pointed out that before Dr. King so effectively described 
the problems which Negroes confront in the United States 
it had been impossible to know how it might feel to be a 
Negro. 

“Ignorance does not require remaining ignorant,” Fr. 
Schlinkert reminded his upwards of 50 listeners. “Our 
consciences might have been thrown off from lack of infor- 
mation, but we as rational individuals are capable of correcting 
the course.” 

Fr. Schlinkert, who for four-and-a-half years was assistant 
pastor at St. Anthony's in Belleville, pointed out 
that “conscience is a precision instrument, but like any 
such instrument, it can get out of kilter.” 

He described conscience as that which tells us what is 
reasonable. We choose what Is in our own best interest, 
according to Fr. Schlinkert. But we must remember that 
our own best interests lie not merely in the material, 
but in the spiritual as well, he said. 

'‘Conscience is right reason telling us what to do and 
what to avoid,” he added. “Conscience concerns every 
human being in his capacity for being human.” 

Conscience is the difference between man and animal, 
according to Fr. Schlinkert. Instincts guide animals, while 
man is gifted with rational conscience. 

“It is time we reaffirm the superiority of man,” Fr. 
Schlinkert asserted. “Man must not be dwarfed by science, 
as man, and only man, has conscience.” Human beings, 
he added, are “the most important thing in the universe.” 


Fr. Schlinkert's television show, “With This Ring,” 
presently is in its eighth year. Besides channel 2, Kalamazoo 
and Saginaw, Michigan; Toledo, Ohio; Boston, Mass.; Atlanta, 
Georgia; and Orlando- Datona Beach, Fla., channels carry 
the program. 

In Detroit, the program can be seen on Sunday mornings 
at 9:30 and again following the late Sunday night movie.

McMullan Tells Views on His Land Rezoning Dispute 


FAMILY ROOTS ARE DEEP IN TOWNSHIP HISTORY 


A dollars -and -cents Judg- 
ment by Van Boren voters will 
settle the current argument 
over the proposed Lakeland 
Park apartment-golf-course 

development. 

That's the opinion of Henry 
McMullan, who sought and ob- 
tained rezoning of 147 acres of 
land between Belleville Lake 
and the freeway so the land could 
be sold to Frank J. Volk Sr. 
tor development 

A group of opponents sought 
and obtained a referendum In 
an effort to overturn approval 
by the township planning com- 
mission and the township board. 

Voters will decide In a special 
election Tuesday May 7 , the 
day after the separate school 
mill age vote, whether to support 
the re zoning. 

With his wife Zora, McMul- 
lan sat In their Centennial Farm 
home at 48900 Denton road this 
week and talked about plans for 
the property. 

“We're mainly Interested In 
the best type of development that 
can be obtained — the best use 
of the property for the good of 
all," he said. 

* • * 

“THIS DEVELOPMENT, to 
my mind, would be by far the 
best use of our land, especially 
when measured by Its tax value 
to the community." 

“It would not, as some people 
have been saying, be a burden 
to the community. The builder 
will put In his own sewer and 
water facilities and take care of 
the development's trash and 
garbage disposal. Paving of 
Beckley and Denton roads along 
the property will be done at 
his own expense and dedicated 
over to the people. 

“How can these things be 
considered a burden to anybody? 

With family roots that go deep 
Into Van Buren history, McMul- 
lan is quick to say that he would 
not want to do anything with 
his land that would hurt the 
township or Its people. 

“ Mr. Volk' s plan would bring 
in far more in taxes with less 
drain on the tax dollar," he 


said. “If the land were cut 
up Into lots for single homes, 
the taxes would be less and 
there would be less financial 
backing for the schools,"

IN OBVIOUS reference to 
published figures showing net 
gain of some $450,000 annually 
to the school board over and 
above the cost of the few stu- 
dents to come from Lakeland 
Park, McMullan said the 
schools would reap the main 
benefit because they take the 
largest slice of the tax dollar, 
or some 65 percent. 

As a former educator, Mc- 
Mullan Is aware of the import- 
ance of proper tax base for the 
schools. He served 40 years 
as a chemistry teacher In De- 
troit's Cass Technical High 
School, and elsewhere before 
that. 

At 61, he is philosophical 
about opposition to the plans for 
the property and says that “you 
can’t do business for long with- 
out rubbing into people. 

“ But when people really know 
the facts, they will vote dollars 
and cents and be in favor of 
the rezoning.’’ 

Mr. and Mrs. McMullan 
marked their 50th wedding an- 
niversary In 1967 In the home 
built by Mrs, McMullen’s father 
In 1889, Mrs, McMullan, bom 
Zora Soop, came Into the world 
In the same house. Except for 
a few months, the couple have 
lived continuously in the old 
farm home In their 51 years 
together.

THE PROPERTY, recognized 


and bearing a plaque as a Cen- 
tennial Farm, was part of two 
640-acre sections home- 
steaded by Mrs. McMuilan’s 
great grandfather, Abraham 
Soop, 1831. One house on the 
land, on the lake 6lde of Den- 
ton road, is 128 years old and 
now is used for storage. 

The family history covers 
just about the “entire history of 
Van Buren Township," The 
first school In the township, 
called a “select" school as dif- 
ferentiated from a public school, 
was twilit in the orchard on the 
McMullan land. 

It became a general meeting 
place for the township and It 
was there the first township 
board was formed In the 1830s, 
according to McMullan. 

For years, the McMullans 
have operated a park on the 
property to help cover property 
taxes. Last year these amount- 
ed to $4,551 on the 147 acres 
Involved In the zoning fight that 
swirls around the McMullans’ 
heads.

RECENT TOWNSHIP ap- 
praisal for assessment pur- 
poses show that the property 
will produce at least $720,000 
In property taxes when the 2,000 
apartments In Lakeland Park 
are completed In five to 10 
years. 

Of this, the school board's 
65 percent would be $468,000 
annually. Based on developer 
restriction of resident students 
to those of high school age, 
the estimated 50 students to 
come from Lakeland Park would 
cost the system only $19,600, 


leaving $448,400 annual net gain 
toward covering the costs of 
other students. 

By comparison, should the 
rezoning of the land be voted 
down In the special election 
Tuesday, May 7, the land would 
remain zoned for single homes. 


Supervisor Louis Toth est- 
imated recently that 400 homes 
could be built on the property, 
and that these would produce 
$209,000 in taxes. 

The schools’ 65 percent of 
this figure would be $135,850. 
The single homes would send 


1.5 students each Into the 
schools, or 600. At $392.23 
local cost each, they would cost 
$234,338 annually to educate. 

Thus single homes would be 
a $98,488 deficit Item to be 
made up from other sources. 

McMullan Is well aware of 



this overwhelming argument In 
favor of the rezoning as he 
contemplates the conflicts of the 
past and the hopes for the 
future.

HIS PARK has been criticized 
off and on for Its swimming ant 
boating traffic, but he asserts 
the park has helped fill a need 
and has never been a burden 
to the township. He says that 
possibly 50 to 100 boats would 
have used the lake from his 
property on a fine summer 
weekend and that any suggestion 


of a higher figure would be 
wrong. 

With a twinkle, he implies 
that the current zoning uproar 
is more a matter of personal- 
ities than whether or not the 
community wants the apartment 
development. 

He expects that the people 
who will occupy the luxury 
apartments will be “high-class, 
high-paid" folks who will add 
greatly to the purchasing power

BELLEVILLE - - An Il- 
lustrated pamphlet “Mall for 
Servicemen'* outlining the ex- 
panded program for airlifting 
letters, packages and other 
military mall overseas at low 
postal rates Is now available 
through Belleville Post Office 
window clerks, Postmaster R. J.

O'Nell said that “as a re- 
sult of new legislation and ac- 
tion by President Johnson we 
are now airlifting more than 
75 per cent of all mall going 
to the military men and women 
stationed abroad. We hope this 
guide will help more Ameri- 
can families to be familiar with 
these services and use them." 

The eight -page pamphlet il- 
lustrates three services for air- 
lifting parcels at rates the 
average family can afford, the 
speedy service now available for 
newspapers and news magazines 
to most overseas bases, the 
special rates for books and 
similar educational materials, 
and how to mall sound-recorded 
personal messages. 


THE GUIDE also provides 
parcel wrapping Instructions, 
Information on the time it taxes 
parcels to reach Vietnam and 
other overseas bases from ma- 
jor U. S. cities, and pointers 
on the correct way to address 
military mall, 

A family sending a 10-pound 
package from Belleville to Viet- 
nam, for example, pays 
only $3.40 on a package marked 
“PAL." while the air parcel 
rate for the same package Is 
$8.08, Postmaster O'Neil said. 

On parcels weighing less than 
5 pounds It might be more 
advantageous for a family to 
use the older AM) Space Avail- 
able Mall Service, which pro- 
vides surface transportation to 
the port of embarkation and air- 
lift overseas, A four-pound SAM 
package to a European military 
post from Belleville costs only 
75£. On packages weighing 
under two pounds air parcel 
post Is often the patron's “best 
buy" for through airlift service, 
the pamphlet suggests.

SLEEK SKY QUEEN • A completely new concept in 
aircraft design is very evident with the British Built 
VC-10. Four powerful Rolls-Royce engines, capable 


of 90,000 pounds combined thrust, can whisk 163 pas- 
sengers from Metro to London, England, at speeds of 
600 miles per hour, in a little over six hours. 


T hree years ago the 

newest concept in air- 
craft design for its era, 
the British built Vickers VC- 
10, made its first appearance 
at Metro Airport. It was rated 
as one of the most advanced 
Jet airliners to be placed into 
trans -Atlantic service from 
London, England to Detroit. 

Today the huge VC- 10 is 
in daily flights for the British 
Overseas Airways Corpora- 
tion, servicing routes to all 
comers of the world. It has 
become vastly accepted and 
called by many pilots as the 
•dream jetliner* of the day. 

The VC-10 comes from a 
famous generation of British 
aircraft, the Vickers family.

2-inches. 

The sleek jet can carry 163 
passengers, plus a cargo load, 
over 3,800 miles non-stop at 
altitudes rangingfrom 25,000- 
feet to 42,000 in smooth com- 
fort at speeds over 600 miles 
per hour. Four Rolls-Royce 
Conway jet engines can 
produce a combined thrust of 
90,000 pounds to lift this sky 


giant off the runways with a 
gross load of 335,000 pounds, 
or about 167 tons, with the 
ease of small aircraft from 
most commercial airports. It 
has proven its capabilities in 
Japan, all over North America 
and most all areas of the 
world where BOAC services. 

The "flight deck* of the 
VC-10 is a realpilot'sdream. 
The last word in convenience 
and efficiency is immediately 
notable. Changes in cockpit 
layout are very evident, dem- 
onstrating the changes brought 
about of pilots duties by the 
jet 'kge. Today's airline pilot
